On last Fnday M bandits, who were 

afterward found to be Italian miners 
who had been discharg?d, and whose 
names were unknowi, killed James 
Shaler, paymaster of the Glen Alum 
Fuel Co. and robbed him of his satchel 
and the company pay roll amounting to 
$8000, which he waa carrying to the 
mines to pay the anaars. P a ra as d by 
a possee. the bandits fled to fastaesaas 
of the mountains and a running flgirt 
followed until the bandits retreated to 
a cave. After e.xhausting every other 
effort the pursuing party began throw- 
ing dynamite sticks against the moun- 
tain side, one stick finally falling into 
tiM cave.

Mrs. Wil- 
liam Forse Scott, in u |>uniphlet issued 
by the New York State .\ssociation Op- 
posed to Woman SulTraj;e, says that 
"onl.v liy life in the otiice, street, mar- 
ket and sliop does the voter get tbe 
training wliich tits him in some degree 
for tbe exercise of his duty." 

This standard of qualification would

For summer 
feeding the geese require nothing but 
good pastur ■. while the ducks do well 
if fed w hole grain once a day in water 
if rapid growth is not desired.— i;.

C(»M6KIININa WHEAT. 

Wheat is not a uniformly profit- 
able iM-op. .\.t least it does not 
compare favorably with the oth- 
er leading i-ro[is— corn, hay. to- 
bacco, cotton and alfalfa— if we 
aeceiit the cost investigations of 
the I'nited States department of 
agriculture at their face value. 
Winter wlwat continues to hold 
Its own on the i;eiiei"il farms of 
the eiistern. central and north- 
western stales because of its pe- 
culiar fitness in tbe rotation nnd 
the fact that It can be grown 
without comiietlng with other 
crops for the farmer's labor. 

There Is little question that at 
least half tbe total wheat crop of 
the country bi produced with a 
very narrow margin of profit, 
and winter wheat may be re- 
garded aa a by prodact of the 
bum lotathm which to Madf is 
not pnltobloi, at least oa most 
ceatral and oasteCB fhrmi^ Kd 
yieU of leaa toaa twenty hashehi 
an acre can be v^arded aa a 
proataUe crap wtom It la eoasU- 
erod apart fkom Bw vahwof tbe 
gro w in g wheat as a meaas of 
secaring a atand of graas or 
clover or of ntilMng land during 
the winter.— Country Gentleman. 




SELECTING SEED CORN. 

Early Selection From the Hill Has Im- 
portant Advantages. 

Hill sele-'tion of seed is urged by 
every institution interested in the im- 
provement ot com. By selectiiig com 
from tbe standlog stalks to the field 
oue can consider other things besidts 
the ear itself. Tbe height of the oar 
on the stalk and the strength of tbe 
stalk may lM>th be contiidorcd. and 
whether or not the ear grev.- on a stalk 
that had the whole hill to itself or had 
to compete with two or three other 
stalks can be determined, while if one 
waits until the corn luis bi<en cut these 
factors cannot be considered. 

While the large, heavy ears are de- 
sinible, one caoiiot profitably seliK't 
them at tbe eX|>eiKie of niaturit.v, be- 
cause corn that will not mature is 
bound to be a.u unprofitable crop, 
Rirly selection from the hill avoids 
the danger of the corn being injured 
by frost while it is still damp in the 
husk. It also aUows for ample time 
for the i-orii to liwome thoroughly 
dried out before fre«-zing weath -r. 
which is ver.v iin|iortani in maintaiu- 
ing a strong germiniition.— .\. D. Wil- 
son.

Portable Stock Chute.

The short 
end of till' i-hiite is provided with two 
strong iron hiMiks which .-ire shar|ieiied 
so as to enua^-e the Uittom of the 
wagon bod and to prevent the chute 
slipping back when the animals start 
upward. Witli such an arrangement 
there is no diiiicnlty in building a 
= liute of ample ■trci!-.;th becai;.se the 
ipiestion of wei;,lit is of small impor- 
t.iiice. The chute i .in be hooked on be- 
hind the wagon and hauled to any part 
of thofaraL

In moving st^arms of bees long dis- 
tancea as much care as |M>ssible should 
be takoi to prevent sharp jars :ind 
bumping This can |>erhaps be best 
prevented by crattog witb as much ex- 
celsior or other padding lietween the 
hives and outer casing as possible.

eRAIN EXPORTS AND WAR. 



WIN Be B sa ui rsd to Ship Our 
fiurpliis of Grain. 

Just as soon as bottoms can be char- 
tered exports of grain and of other 
products will be resumed from the 
Unlt«l States. Kugland and Franco 
should be able to keep open their ports 
and prevent scisares of food faideu 
ships from this alda. However, food 
is contrabiaiMl of war. and even If coa- 
veyed to bottoms baTlng the reg istr y 
of aentral natlotta— Norway, Bwodea. 
Japan ar the I'nited States— may lis 
captured by Geraran war vtsssis If 
foatigned to En^nd or France. 

The need of food to Great Brttato 
will soon be desiierato Her stocks oa 
Aug. 1 were hardly enough to feed 
her popolatioa for three mowtha under 
peace or barely two months uader war 
conditions. 

All exporto of food ftom Rnssia may 
be prohibited by ukase or emlKirgo. at 
least to Europe. No Russian itrinluc'e 
can get to England via the Biiltic, as 
that outlet is bottled up by the (.er- 
man navy. iln>siaii exports via tl'.e 
Dardanelles may lie prevente<l by Tur- 
key upon pressure from .Vu.stria-Ger- 
many. Shipments from Itussia's Pa- 
cific ports vi:i rauama are not likely 
to cut much figure. 

The Belgian government has bought 
up the Avheit stock there and will reiru- 
late the jirice; iiiau.v city goTernments 
iu Eurot>e likewise.— .-Vmericnu Agri
